Canadian receives highest 
international nursing award 


The highest international nurs¬ 
ing award, the Florence Nightin¬ 
gale Medal, has been granted to 
Miss Helen McArthur, B.Sc., M.A., 
R.N., National Director of Nursing 
Services of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society, by the International 
Committee of the Red .Cross, Gen¬ 
eva. The gold medal, bearing the 
likeness of Florence Nightingale, 
was established in 1912, and is 
given for outstanding contributions 
towards the development and pres¬ 
tige of the nip-sing profession. 

Presentation of the medal took 
place on Tuesday evening at the 
York Club where the national of¬ 
ficers of the Canadian Red Cross

Society gathered to honor this out¬ 
standing nurse. Miss Florence H. 
M. Emory, honorary adviser in 
nursing of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society made the presentation to 
Miss McArthur on behalf of the 
officers. Miss Emory herself was 
awarded the Florence Nightingale 
medal in 1953. 

Miss McArthur received her 
Bachelor of Science -degree from 
the University of Alberta Hospital 
and her Master’s degree in super¬ 
vision and teaching from Columbia 
University, New York. She, began 
her nursing career as a public 
health nurse in the High River 
area of Alberta and was succes¬ 
sively director of the School of 
Nursing at the University of Al¬ 
berta and superintendent of the 
public health nursing branch of 
the Alberta Department of Health. 
In 1946 she joined the staff of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society as Na¬ 
tional Director of Nursing Ser¬ 
vices. In July, 1954, she was loan¬ 
ed to the League of Red Cross So¬ 
cieties and served in Korea as their 
Associate Relief Co-ordinator for 
18 months. While there she was an 
adviser to the Korean Red Cross 
and was responsible for channeling 
all relief which was forwarded by 
Red Cross Societies throughout 
the world. In recognition of her 
services in Korea the Republic of 
Korea awarded her a scroll and 
gold pin. Miss McArthur has al¬ 
ways been active in nursing or¬ 
ganization work; she was presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Nurses’ As¬ 
sociation for four years, and has 
served as president of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Hospital Alumnae 
Association, first vice-president of 
the Alberta Association of Regis¬ 
tered Nurses and chairman of the 
Nursing Section of the Canadian 
Public Health Association. 

Seven other Canadian nurses 
have been awarded this medal 
since its inception. They are Miss 
M. Macdonald, Matron-ln-Chief, 
Canadian Expeditionary Forces, 
World War I (1927); Miss Anne 
Hartley, Matron-in-Chief, Hospi¬ 
tals of the Department of Pen¬ 
sions and National Health, World 
War I (1929); Miss Vivian A. Tre¬ 
maine, Nurse-in-Charge, Red Cross 
Seaport Nursery Service (1931); 
Miss Jean I. Gunn, Honorary Ad¬ 
viser in Nursing, Canadian Red 
Cross Society and Superintendent 
of Nurses, Toronto General Hospi¬ 
tal (1935); Miss Jean E. Browne, 
National Director, Canadian Jun¬ 
ior Red Cross (1939); Miss E. 
Kathleen Russell, Chairman of Red 
Cross Nursing and Director of the 
School of Nursing, University of 
Toronto (1949); and Miss Flor¬ 
ence H. M. Emory, Honorary Ad¬ 
viser in Nursing, Canadian Red 
Cross Society and Professor of 
Nursing of the University of Tor¬ 
onto (1953). The latter two have 
recently retired from the Univer¬ 
sity and are living in Toronto.

This may be “old hat” to some 
of our readers but then again it 
may not and in any event a “toy” 
as dangerous as the one to which 
this editorial is dented deserves 
plenty of publicity. 

The April 30th issue of “Sask¬ 
atchewan News” a non-profit pub¬ 
lication similar to that published 
in Ontario (both government-fi¬ 
nanced) turns the spotlight on a 
“DANGEROUS TOY”. 

“The public is urged”, the 
"News” writes, “to be on the look¬ 
out for children’s toy cowboy pis¬ 
tols bearing a Japanese trademark. 
These pistols are highly dangerous 
and have caused fires. According 
to Ross Switzer, Provincial Fire 
Commissioner, the pistol was 
brought to his attention by the 
Moose Jaw fire department follow¬ 
ing a fire in a residence in that 
city. The fire was caused by a 
small boy firing the pistol at his 
toy dog which immediately burst 
into flame. Upon examination of 
the gun, it was discovered that 
the sparking mechanism was too 
strong and instead of ejecting 
harmless sparks, the pistol ejected 
a combination of heavy sparks 
which merged into a flame three 
or four inches long.” 

Better examine those toy pistols 
closely next time your youngster 
either wants you to buy one or 
bring a new one home, hadn’t you ? 
And perhaps you, like us, wonder 
who was responsible for authoriz¬ 
ing the importance of such a haz¬ 
ardous “toy”. 


Manitoba health plan 
well underway 

The new hospital relief plan set 
up by the provincial government 
is proving both practical and 
efficient. 

Minister of Health and Welfare, 
Hon. R. W. Bend, reports that the 
entire hospital bills of 168 pa¬ 
tients in Manitoba have been as¬ 
sumed by the government. An ad¬ 
ditional 35 applications have been 
received. 

Under the new hospital plan, pa¬ 
tients who have received hospital 
care for more than 180 days 
qualify to apply for full reimburse¬ 
ment. First outlined by Mr. Bend 
in the legislature last winter, the 
plan was put Into effect April 1. 

Mr. Bend said he expected the 
plan will give much needed finan¬ 
cial relief to people who are forced 
to stay in hospital for long periods 
of time.

Just think how much 
easier it will be when we shop just 
to have the correct body measure¬ 
ment instead of shopping for a 
small eight-year size or a large 
six-year size, depending on the 
make of the garment.”—The News, 
Indian Head, Sask.—May 16, 1957.

Gates of the Suez Canal have again been closed 
to ships of Israel by Egypt. There's no doubt that bar¬ 
ring of ships from the canal is one c' the reasons for 
the conflict between the two nations, and it was one 

6 roblem most people seemed to think settled by the 
nited Nations emergency force moving into the dis¬ 
puted area. 

However, it looks as though President Nasser, who 
Is running the merry-go-round, has allowed it to come 
full circle and no farther. 

Arguing that Israel and Egypt are still at war, 
despite the armistice of 1949, he closes the canal to 
what Egypt considers a "hostile" nation. His argument 
is based on the actions of British-French canal authority 
during World War II, when they barred ships of the 
Axis nations from the canal. It his original premise were 
sound, there could be no valid argument against Egypt's 
action. 

And, viewing recent history, it is obvious that no 
peace has really been made between the two nations. 
Even excluding the invasion of the Gaza strip and Gulf 
of Aqaba area by the Israelis, the sporadic warfare 
that has troubled the Israeli-Egyptian border can be 
looked on only as war, however slight its nature may be. 

The period of "armistice" has dragged on for these 
eight years with no decision a ofv 
eight years with no decisive action being taken toward 
settling the dispute between the nations. Here again the 
United Nations must play its role of mediator, and make 
every attempt to bring the problem to a successful 
solution. 

Israel has indicated its good intentions and good 
faith by withdrawing from the Gaza strip and the Gulf 
of Aqaba. Egypt has not yet been able to indicate its 
good faith in any way. Here is the opportunity for Presi¬ 
dent Nasser to do more than talk, or fight his little diplo¬ 
matic delaying actions. A satisfactory peace treaty 
can be concluded.

(The Clarion, Kindersley, Sask.) 

It has been suggested to us that some ill will has 
been engendered against the clinics through circulation 
of the rumour that the local nurses who assist with the 
work are paid for doing so. T'aint so. It's a shameful 
libel. The girls give up their own leisure for this work 
because they understand better than the rest of us, the 
urgency of the need for this service and because they 
know that their skills are needed. 

To the best of our knowledge, no one makes anything 
out of these clinics. The people who have to devote all 
their time to it are paid a reasonable salary. The local 
people — organizers, canvassers, members of the Regi¬ 
stered Nurses Association, the girls who type the recoids 
and the people who open the pop bottles and hand them 
to you all work (and work hard, too) for free. When 
your pint of blood has been harvested, the Red Cross 
spends about five bucks of the money you donated last 
month to process it, package the product and ship them 
to the hospitals where they happen to be needed. 

When you give blood no one makes a rake-off but 
the whole country benefits. Some day the blood donor 
service may be the means of saving YOUR life. 

Once again the editor has bitten off more than he 
can conveniently chew. He had promised to write edi¬ 
torials plugging a couple of important coming events on 
the local scene but by the time he got around to trying 
to deliver the goods there was only space left for one, 
he having got his dander up, beforehand, anent a couple 
of other matters. However, its an ill wind that blows 
nobody good and the Red Cross Blood Donor Clinic prob¬ 
ably deserves the prominence thus accorded it anyway. 

As mentioned in a news story last week, The Red 
Cross thinks we're doing a pretty fair job in the blood 
donation line down here. As most Clarion readers ure 
aware, we don't. We can’t understand why the town of 
Kindersley and its immediate environs can't oversupply 
the modest quota allotted to us. Considering that people 
come to the local clinic from as far away as Hoosier, we 
think that the attendance at our clinics is disgraceful. 
The Red Cross is pleased that we are a little more gen¬ 
erous than the average Saskatchewan community. The 
Clarion is disappointed that we are not nearly as gener¬ 
ous as we might be.

American sportsmen 

(The Bulletin, Brooks, Alta.) 

In the letters column this week we hear from W A. 
Duncan, a sportsman associated with a lumber firm in 
Seattle, who has visited this irrigation district for several 
hunting seasons. 

Mr. Duncan has opened our eyes to a few facts 
regarding the help given to game life in Alberta. People 
in the State of Washington have contributed more than 
$60,000 to Ducks Unlimited, to help build lakes in Alberta. 
His own little group sent $500 to the E.I.D. Fish and 
Game Association to help buy pheasant eggs a few years 
ago. In the devastating blizzards of six years ago, the 
State Game Commission sent several thousand fertile 
pheasant eggs to this district to replace the winter loss. 

In spite of this, we feel that Mr. Duncan should not 
be placed in a position to justify his coming to Alberta 
to hunt. Whether people in this district want it or not, 
we have the reputation for having some of the best 
pheasant hunting in Canada and consequently we are 
going to have people coming to hunt. So far as "American 
hunters" are concerned we should extend as courteous a 
welcome to them as to any other visitors. 

To Mr. Duncan in particular, we feel that we speak 
for the residents in general when we say: Come back, 
anytime, and hope you have better hunting. 


A rare international experience 

(The Mercury, Estevan. Sask.) 

While it was not even an event to rock the nation, a 
part of the official opening ceremonies of Minto school at 
North Portal was an event that can be rather confidently 
said never to happen before and in all likelihood light 
scarcely happen again. It was one of those unique and un¬ 
paralleled affairs that rarely happen and as such calls _ 
for recognition and comment of more than ordinary length. 

To those unaware of the circumstances it would be 
hard to believe that the offiicial opening exercises of a 
Canadian school building should begin in the United States 
and then finally be completed north of the border. 

Yet that took place last week within the sister towns 
of North Portal, Saskatchewan and Portal, North Dakota. 

The latter has no interest in the school affairs of the 
former, but Portal has auditorium accommodation which is 
lacking in North Portal and made available its Memorial 
hall to the Canadians for the major part of the opening 
program. 

So there transpired the rare experience of Canadians 
going over into the United States to begin their celebration 
of a milestone in the history of their own land. Not so 
many years ago a fiery patriotic sentiment would have 
stopped any such thought instantly. 

It reveals how friendship and understanding can de¬ 
velop between people of different nations, and particularly 
those with similar racial backgrounds, when they are plac¬ 
ed in close contact such as the good folk of both Portal and 
North Portal. 

The international boundary line may cut right through 
the middle of their combined areas but it is not a segregat¬ 
ing barrier. They go back and forth, from one side to the 
other intermingling in activities and only recognizing the 
invisible survey by paying due respect to the officialdom 
that is centered there. 

Nations can have their official disagreements but the 
real test of international relationships—barring serious 
events which stir patriotic feelings in every nook and 
corner of a country—is simply the matter ot how well the 
average tolk get along with one another from day to day, 
year in and year out. That is the core of friendship between 
nations. 

There is something constructive about this event that 
took place the other day. It might even be termed an 
adventure in international co-operation. It was at least an 
example of assistance kindly offered and warmly accepted 
and appreciated. 

It was .an event that should be recorded in proper 
perspective not only in the history of North Portal and 
Portal but in the larger scrolls of national histories among 
the international incidents of a happy nature which just 
seem to flow naturally into position without any urgings or 
make-believe. 

Those who attended the gathering probably never 
realized just how unique was the event in which they were 
participating. The school pupils partic ilarly might well 
store recollections of it in their memories.

Dial telephones necessary 

(The Province, Innsfail, Alberta) 

In viw of the fact that Alberta within .the next few 
years will be served entirely by dial telephones it would 
seem good business if each of the groups in the area 
petitioned the government to hasten the service into Innis- 
fail and district. 

Petitions, asking that the project be undertaken for 
this area now, could be directed from the Town Council, 
the Hospital Board, School Board and all of the service 
clubs. A large scale appeal might be just the incentive 
necessary to get dial telephone service here a year or 
two ahead of the present schedule. 

In the petitions each of the groups could state a 
strong case for dial phone service into Innisfail and 
District. Last year, it could be pointed out, the town put 
over a million dollars into expansion, renovations and 
buildings. The extension of natural gas and other proj¬ 
ects each point to an increase in population and merit¬ 
ing the most modern of services. 

Located midway between Calgary and Edi.onton 
and with Red Deer for a next-door-neighbor, the Innisfail 
Telephone Exchange is no doubt one of the busiest of 
the kind in Alberta. More important is the fact that de¬ 
mands for service within the next year will reach an all 
time high.

Tennis elbow is a common in¬ 
jury that nearly every tennis 
player has trouble with at some 
time or other. It is usually caused 
when the player over-extends the 
arm in making a strok^or snaps 
the arm vigorously at -the elbow 
in making a service or overhand 
shot. 

The injury is similar to that suf¬ 
fered by baseball players when 
they throw too hard, too soon, and 
can generally be avoided by warm¬ 
ing up carefully before making 
any hard shots, especially ser¬ 
vices. What happens is that the 
bursa sacs around the elbow, con¬ 
taining the fluid that lubricates 
the joint, are injured or Irritated. 

The best treatment is the appli¬ 
cation of heat at frequent inter¬ 
vals and as soon as possible after 
the injury is noticed. Neglecting 
such an ailment can make it 
chronic. A good idea is to use a 
heat pack of analgesic balm cov¬ 
ered by cotton batten. This is ap¬ 
plied overnight until there’s no 
sign of soreness left.
